Warrant Officer 
Edwin R. Fuller 

Heading the military band of 
our camp is our talented band¬ 
master, Warrant Officer Fuller. 
Mr. Fuller’s musical career began 
at the age of four. His mother, as 
he tells it, drew a full scale key¬ 
board on brown wrapping paper 
and instructed him in that man¬ 
ner. At seven, he conducted the 
Philadelphia Symphony Orchestra, 
(but you’ll have to get the inter¬ 
estingly humorous story on that 
from him.) At twelve his greatest 
desire was to somehow get into the 
church and play the organ, so he 
swiped a key (never got caught) 
and practised every night. When 
the regular organist became ill, he 
volunteered to play, was laughed 
at but accepted when his ability 
was recognized. 

His passion for music during 
these years never diminished, and 
while at school at Dartmouth Uni¬ 
versity and later at Boston U., 
where he received his M.A. degree, 
his curriculum included as many 
musical courses as were available. 

While working in Augusta, 
Maine, in 1937 he frequently 
heard the 103rd Infantry Military 
Band, which was regarded as one 
of the finest organizations of its 
kind. His desire to become a part 
of that band was so great that he 
enlisted in the Army. 

Mr. Fuller’s favorite hobby is 
cooking and at one stage of his 
Army career, he acted as mess ser¬ 
geant. It happened this way: The 
band was accidentally left behind 
during maneuvers in the woods of 
Louisiana. Fortunately a few gro¬ 
cery supplies had been left. On the 
spot, Mr. Fuller was made mess 
sergeant and was told he would 
have to provide meals for his 
group. For the balance of the 
maneuvers he held this position 
and as he says, “Always got ’em 
fed.” 

Stationed at Camp Shelby, 
Miss., in 1941, Mr. Fuller was ap¬ 
pointed Warrant Officer, after 
taking the examination. He was 
immediately transferred to Camp
